new veiuies. In the e^ au:chitect Grogan 
Culling showed us the plans for the 
development and entoed mto debate on 
the importance of preserving the 
ronaining intact ecosystenu in inna* city 
areas".

THREAT. 
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Tarmac,destroyen of Twyford Dowii,the 
wildlife at the Manchester Airport 2nd 
runway site, and builders of the first 
childrm prison, are planning to reopm 
a quarry at Beatwood Country Park in 
the nof& of file city. They also plan to 
opoi a second quarry at the edge of the 
childrens play area m Bestwood. 

The main areas of conoem arr, 

1) Visual • Bestwood Country Park's 
hroed leaved woodlands are a pleasing 
vista long before the park user arrives on 
site, this proposed hole will lessen that 
impact and perhaps even deter people 
from visiting our beautiful and historic 
park. This hole in the landscape will be 
clearly visible from the Ml. Thu could 
also ^ect tourism in the area. 

2) Disturbance • Over the last 6 years the 
Birklarids Bird Ringirig (koim ha\^ been 
monitoring bird mimbcn at Ac park and 
the sunounding fields, we arepi^cularly 
interested in the number of "open 
mssland" birds that are successfuUy 
breeding. CXi the proposed site three pam 
of Skylarks, five pairs of Meadow Pipit, 
two to three paks of Yeliowhammer have 
been recced. In the winter. Snipe, 
Gol(fiirich, Lirmet, and Gfeenwoodpecker 
are re 



owl and Merlin have been occasi^al 
visitors. All these ^lecies are recognised 
as diminishing for all soils of reasons, 
and need protecting. 


3^ Hydrology • It is now known that by 
digging a hole the natural drainage of the 
surrounding area alters and so the 
watertable sml adjust accordingly.^ hi a 
free draining san^ area si^ as this we 
fear a big loss of trees, given that the 
trees are drought strickra on an annual 
basis any further reduction of moisture 
content will be catastrophic. 


4) Dust A Pollution -Increasing a m ounts 
of airborne dust will also mar the health 
of our trees, it blocks the leaves pores so 
the trees cant photosynthesise (create 
food) or breathe. 

5) Ameni^ Value • Bestwood Coimtry 
park is enjoyed by thousands of visitocs 
every year. It is used for recreation, 
education,md just for chilling out and 
escaping firom the city. When visitorf 
are met with clouds of dust and ^ roar 
of JCB's rather than bird song it wont 
have the same effect 

6) Health A Safety - R is felt fiut even 
with the most up to date fencing and 
security methods the site will be a 
nugnet to youngsten for miles around. 
R's not a question of if a tragedy occurs, 
butsriierL Accidents have alr^yoccured 
in the disused tarmac quarry on the ^ge 
of the park. Bestwoodpeopk are horrifi^ 
at the proqiect of dozens of ILG.Vs 
rumbli^ thrm^ the villa^ every hour, 
surly Ixmuc a major intenuUonal 
concern, does not need to exploit this 
little bit of our green and pleasant land.

Dance Culture 
Fightback! 



The following is a transcript of a speech 
by local sound system DESERT 
STORM at the RESISTRANCE 
meeting this year on how to defend the 
counterculture. 

’’Good afternoon ladies and gentlemen. 
I’m here representing the DESERT 
STORM sound system to talk to you 
on the subject of the Government’s 
doom^ attempt to marp^lise, vilify 
and criminalise the activities of the free 
party network by die use of draconian 
laws, maniiwlation of the press, heavy 
handed policing and cloak dt dagger 
surveillance tedmques. This JUST SAY 
NO attitude is doomed to failure. By 
their actions the powers that be have 
reliiiouished any ccsitrol or iitfluerice they 
could have had over the scene. The 
criminal justice marches of *94 sigiulM 
a new era with their reactionary fascist 
legislation the conservative government 
succeeded only in bringing together 
travellers, soundsystems, ^’s, and ravers 
from all over. The organisation of 


resistrance caused networks and cofiUcts 
to be formed that previously just didnt 
exist. Cementing the feeling of 
alierution from society: 

Us And Them / Outlaws / Illegal 
Musk / Counter Culture. 

’’When Parties Are Outlawed Only 
Outlaws Will Have Parties.” 


And why are they so interested in 
destroying us? I think for a number of 
reasons. 


1) Money p r ess ure from the breweries, 
see the rave scene as a danger to 
their precious profits as people drink 
less (they obviously don’t know my 
friaid then). 


2) A need for scapemts to blame for 
the breaking down of mciety. ’’They’ve 
Come to E^g Our Children” etc. 

And thirdly th^ see us m a threat to 
their control ana I think this is closer to 
the maik. On the surface free paities 
seem harmless enou^ but once you’ve 
been to a few good ones normal life can 
seem mundane. The whole ethos of the 
’’free party” seems infinitely more 
appealing man the ”I’m Alright Ja^” 
”l>og Eat Dog” morals of daily life, 
slaving away at a dead end job. Blinded 
by television. A Happy Cog In The 
\>lieels. Making the tat cats fitter still. 

Well I think we have more to offer. 
Better ideals, friendlier people, better 
music, better drugs and generally a 
better time altogether. I’m not saying 
we should force it down everyone’s 
throats. 


But we should be free to make our own 
decisions, and I’ve made mine. I choose 
to take dnigs with my friends and listen 
to TEKNO. And why not, whose life is 
it anyway? 

We’re getting stronger and they are 
getting weaker More people are waking 
m to the fict that th^ must ’’Protest 
lo survive” that they can make a 
difference not just ravers and travellers, 
live export protesters, road protesten. 
When you see old grannies linked vith 
dreadlocked travellers and resisting live 
expotif something must be changing.

Global Domination,

Not a lot of people know this! This year 
the next step to corporate domination 
and world government will happen 
unless everyone unites to oppose it 

In Britain; 

- Massive wage cuts and job losses for 
ordinary workers. 

- Loss of local small business. 

- Environmental damage and 
degradation. 

- Cuts In social services and welfare. 

- Loss of animal rights. 

- Lowering of food standards and 
reduced fo^ safety. 
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• Undermining of local and national 
authority and democracy. 

These are the effects for the majority of 
people in Britairt The effect of the World 
Trade Organisation (WTO) and the 
Multilateral Agreement on Investment 
(M^ and the ordinary people and the 
environment of the developing world 
will be devastating. The aims of the 
^O and the MAI are to open up the 
global freemarket. EssenUally opening 
up the world for the multinationals and 
the movement of capital They call it ” 
Creating a level playing field for 
companies”. This level playing field 
places, for exan^le, multibillion dollar 
agribusiness companies in direct 
competition with the Mexican peasant 
farmers! Although the world is been 
opened up to multinationals, it gives 
them no responsibilities. Under the MAI, 
multinationab will be able to sue 1^1 
and national governments for millions 
if they try and introduce, worker or 
env ir on m en t al rights which wcmld affect 
their profits if th^ invest in this country. 
Capital will also have unr^tricted 
movement around the worid i.e., they 
will go where its cheapest bi effect it 
will be a rush to the bottom, (or a bum 
rush). To encourage foreign investment 
in this country wage levels, workers 
ri^ts, and environmental standards will 
have to drop. 

This globalisation is also happening 
within the European Union, pushed by 
the multinationals in the form of ” the 
European round Table of Industrialists” 
(Also behind the European road building 
programme). To meet convergence 
criteria for the EU single currency 
government must cut back its debts, hei^e 
cuts in public spending and design build 
finance operatmg schemes for building 
roads hospitals etc. (which delay costs 
now at &e e:q>ense of people in the 
fiture) The ” rush to the bottom” will 
also e^dend to the British regions, through 
the European regional development 
agencies ^ch will have to compete with 
each other to lower standards to attract 
inward investment 

Resistance against this mindless system 
and for the defence of humanity is being 
organised globally, bidigenous people, 
farmers, environmentalist, trade 
unionists, small business's, and human 
rights activists are organising in a loose, 
decentralised network, ”a struggle of 
struggles” co-ordinated mainly by 
Peoples Global Action (PGA).

When 
the world leaders leave Birmingham to 
go to the WTO summit in Genc\^ they 
will be met by thousands of protesten 
from every continent on the planet, in 
Peoples Global Action.

Hitch hiking is a useful, lib^ating, 
educational, environmentally fiiendly, 
and fiee form of transport You can go to 
a gig, demo, or to see a friend at whinL 

There have been lots of horror stories 
about hitch hiking, me and my friends 
have never had a psycho hitching yet, we 


have however bundled into them in the 
pub and on the street Just do it! 

How to: 

The best way is to find a ^end who’s 
done it before and hitch with them. If 
not, don’t be daunte^ be prepared. Take 
waterproofs, munchies, and a map, (dii, 
and UK essential black markCT pen or 
crayofL Get to your nearest main road or 
motorway junction on the edge of town. 

Stand udiere: 

a) most traffic is going in your direction, 

b) traffic isn’t going too fast, 

c) drivers have time to slow down, 

d) there’s somewhere for your lovely lift 
to pull in. 

This is not always die cas^ so, stand 
where there's the most hitch hiker graffiti. 

Try and look harmless, and smile a lot 
Humans will generally help other 
humans if they don\ thir^ that theyll 
get ripped offl Think positive. A single 
bloke will probably get a lift in about 20 
minutes, a male at^ female pair in abo^ 
half an hour. Haying said that this 
obviously varies wildly between about 
30 seconds end 7 hours, Cest la vie!

Hitching is still legal, though not past 
the blue sign on the motorway jimction. 
However the police will occasionally 
hassle you because they’re like that Hide 
anything illegal well. 

There are no stereotypes of people who 
give lifts, from poor truckers to rich 
business men, grannies to travellen. Lifts 
can be boring or one of the best 
conversations of your life. Fve beendmed, 
given places to stay, lean^ new things, 
got stoned out of my brains, and talked 
to folks rd never normally have met 

The benefits of hitdiing are twofold; 

1) Freedom to go places quickly, very 
cheaply, and with no extra environmental 
damage. 

2) Getting unique insists into humamty 
- talking to allsorts aboU allsorts. Getting 
to understand that we are all just people 
and most people are basically OK. 
Anarchy in action, happy hitdiing! 

For people that are not confident enou^ 
to hitch, or don’t feel safe (c^ecially 
single women) there is a more orgmsed 
alternative.

ZAPATISTA! 



Inspire solidarity with the Zapatista 
Liberation Army (EZLN) in Mexico. 
Zapatista army emerged fi:om the jungle 
on New Year's Day 1994, the day of the 
signing of the Nortn America Free Trade 
Agreement which, along with other free 
trade agreements, opened up the land of 
the Mayan Indians in Chiapas, Mmeo, 
to exploitation to multinational 
companies. Chiapas produces 55% of 
Me?ucan hydroelectric energy, yrt 30% 
of all dwellings had no electricity and 
40% lacked piped water. Chiapas is the 
third largest producer of gas, and the 
foi^ largest producer of oil in Mexico. 
70% of the Lacadon jungle’s resources 
have been lost in the last 30 years. Yet 
80% of its areas are classed as areas of 
”acute marginalisation” and poverty. 


Due to agreement by the Mayan people, 
12 days later the EZLN called a cci»cfire. 
Since then thousands have been made 
homeless and hundreds killed by 
government and US backed paramilitanes. 
At the beginning of this year 45 mainly 
women and children were massacred in 
Acteal. Otk woman survivor said, ”I have 


an older sister who was shot in Acteal. 
She was pregnant When she died, I 
personally saw how they opened her 
stomach to cut out the baby. 


Pressure on the Mayan Indians is 
increasing with the Mexican government 
expelling peace observers from the 
country. We are trying to help organise 
two levels of support We want to help 
send observers to Chiapas to live in 
villages there as witnesses. We are also 
organising non violently againrt the roots 
of the struggle, the globalisation of fire 
trade, capitalism and the multinationals. 
As a simple thing to do boycott Nestle 
and let them know why, (exploiting 
natural resources^ in Chiapas and 
encouraging globalisation). Nestle are 
also destroying rainforests in Indonesia, 
killing babies through aggressive baby 
milk nurketing in Afiica and making 


more information on the Zepstisis and

Oik of the most important things in our 


lives is food and drink and the political 
issues surrounding these are numerous. 

Food is transported thousands of miles 
using vast quantities of fuel and creating 
more roads etc. 

Out of town supermarkets are making 
shopping more difficult for those without 
cars and are killing town centres. 

Most food is grown using chemicals and 
the chance of it being genetically 
modified is increasing. 

The owner of siqiermarkets dorute to 
political parties, for example Asda, 
whose chair Archie Norman is a 
Conservative Lar^ brewers also 
donate to political partis which is one 
ofthereasons why cannabis is still illegal. 

I could go on dt on but as this information 
is all available in more detail elsewhere 
I want to instead offer solutions 

Most of us can contribute something 
we’ve grown ourselves to our diet 

The easiest, quickest and space saving 
gardening is to sprout seeds and beans. 
These can be grown all year round and 
can 1^ used in a sandwich to replace 
lettuce that has been imported from 
Holland. Seed sprouters can be bou^t 
from wholefood shops or made with jam 
jars, marg. tubs etc. Suitable seeds for 
sprouting are alfalfa, chick peas, green 
lentils, mung beans, radish etc. 

Moving up to ’Veal” food and a bit of 
haughty culture. 

There are a few problems to solve before 
lettuce can be ^wn in the back yard. 
The main one is lack of soil as most 
yards are bare concrete with a few dog 
turds if your lucky. So unless you want 
to spend hours with a pick axe you need 
containers and unfortunately the ones at 
B dt Q are small and expensive. This 
can be overcome with a bit of 
scavenging. Beds can be made from 
bricks,old scaffold poles and wood, 
pallets, old kitchen units on their side, 
old baths and even tyres cut along the 
centre and prised tjpart. Obviously 
potential pollution Kom rubber and 
chip^rd need to be taken into account 
and the containers must be fixe draining. 
The second problem is where to get soil 
fixim. Obviously this can be bou^t but 
Ihis is expensive in any large quantity. 
Soil can be ”madc” with kitchen waste, 
wood chips, leaf mould but this takes 
time and will be deficient in minerals. 
Nevr houses etc. have top soil imported 
to cover up the builders rubble and its 
probably best to scrounge some of this 
or dig up a banow load frtm the golf 
course and increase the fertility at a later 
date. 

Hints and usefiil books 

Start small but desim the area so that 
expansion is possible. Remember that 
vertical space e.g. window boxes and 
tiellising can be used. 


Note which areas get the most sun. 

If always on the move use containers 
that can be transported (shopping trolleys 
lined w«th wood) or plant tlungs that the 
next tenants will know e.g. herbs and 
flowers instead of beans.
